Difference of Opinion 
Sirs: 

I would like to take issue with Dan 
Weiner’s position expressed in his re- 
view of the Museum of Modern Art’s 
show (What Would Diogenes Say?, 
MODERN, April 1953). I detect an im- 
patient rejection of the work of some 
of the exhibitors whose pictures, ac- 
cording to Weiner, appear to be out 
of touch with realities. 

There are, as Dan Weiner evidently 





refuses to recognize, as many realities 
as there are individuals in the world. 
It is the individual angle of vision of 
the person behind the photograph | 
which we are ultimately concerned | 
with. The “truths” which photography 
is supposed to reveal about the actual 
world are, it should never be forgotten, 
the personal response of the photog- 
rapher to the world about him. It is, | 
if you like, his philosophy, his attitude 
toward existence, whether formulated 
or not, and insofar as the sincere | 
photographer reflects this kind of 
vision, however private it may be, he 
hardly deserves the smear of “self- 
glorification of the ego of the artist.” 

There is room in photography for | 
more angles of vision than Dan Weiner 
is willing to tolerate. In photography, 
as in the world of affairs, there is no 
absolute. If Tosh Matsumoto can il- 
luminate the inconsequential and the 
ephemeral, and thus heighten my 
awareness of these aspects of life, my 
door is open to him. If Aaron Siskind 
creates a new world of his own out of 
the forms and textures we see in 
“reality,” who is to say that this new 
reality he offers us, with its rich in- | 
ventiveness of formal relationships, its | 
sounds and overtones, does not deserve 
an audience because it is devoid of 
“man’s activity,’’ and is consequently 
“indiscriminate mish-mash.” 

Such strong words come from a 
photographer with a strong sense of 
values, I am sure. The values which 
stress the human condition are impor- 
tant, and I am moved by the eloquence 
and insight Dan Weiner reveals in his 
work. What I am making a plea for 
here is a more catholic perspective 
about photography and photogra- 
phers. What is needed is an esthetics 
for photography, and this can only be 
developed through free criticism, hon- 
est discussion, in short, in a forum 
where photographers can tackle the

Use Our Easy Time 
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I hke the sunlight 


SAYS PETER GOWLAND .... If I had lived a thousand years or so 
ago, I'd probably have been a sun-worshiper. I enjoy shooting pictures in the 
greatest of all light mediums—and luckily for me, the majority of those who buy 
my pictures seem to favor sunlight, too. Magazine editors, for example. want 
summer pictures taken in mid-winter because they work months ahead of their 
publication dates. Calendar buyers want brilliant color, blue sky—sunlight! 

Most of my pictures feature pretty girls, figures and faces. I’ve found that the 
crisp quality of sunlight flatters and accentuates the contours of the body. Psy- 
chologically, sunlight is associated in the minds of most people as a happy, warm 
light. Therefore as a source of illumination for a carefree, “zest of living” type 
of picture, it has no equal. 

One of the most satisfying things about sunlight is its constancy. By following 
a few printed instructions, any camera owner can expose either black-and-white

Tll take the shade 


SAYS BOB WILLOUGHBY .. || like the delicate modeling, the na- 
turalness, and the softer effects that shade light gives my pictures. Perhaps it 
is a good thing I do like soft light because in shooting magazine assignments 
on a tight time schedule, I have to photograph my subjects when they are 
available. If I am allowed ten minutes between their appointments and it is 
raining—I still have to get the pictures. Since flash seldom lends itself to 
depicting the kind of mood and personality I want in a picture, I prefer the 
light available wherever the pictures are to be made. 

Indvors, the available light may be the room or stage lights, but more often 
it is daylight coming through the window. Given a choice between sunlight and 
open shade outdoors, I usually head for the shade. Aside from esthetic reasons 
for liking pictures made in soft light, I find that shade offers certain physical 
advantages that can’t be duplicated in harsh light. Since the subject is illumi-

or color film in sunlight with confidence. There 
is a reason why the only directions the film 
manufacturers provide for shade pictures are 
based upon “open shade” conditions where the 
subject is lighted by a wide expanse of un- 
obstructed s Unlike sunlight, which often 
permits shooting at the same basic exposure 
for hours at a time, shade light must be checked 
constantly with an exposure meter. A correct 
exposure depends not only upon the degree of 
shade, but also upon other variables, including 
the amount and kind of reflected light which 
is illuminating a subject. These variables mean 
that the camera’s diaphragm opening, shutter 
speed—or both—require frequent readjust- 
ment. Without a meter, the person who does 
much shooting in the shade is likely to receive 
“A’s For Effort” instead of pictures. 

Some photographers feel that sunlight is too 
hard and contrasty for portraiture. I agree with 
this—but with certain reservations. Just as 
shade can help convey a feeling or mood, 
bright highlights and deep shadows can em- 
phasize what a photographer is trying to say 
about his subject. I chose direct sunlight in 
making the outdoor portrait of Peter Lawford 
(bottom, left), for example, because I wanted 
glistening highlights and deep shadows to em- 
phasize the strength and character I saw in 
him. If you visualize this same picture illumi- 
nated by soft, diffused light, I think you will 
agree with me that sunlight can be the ideal 
masculine light! 

The fact that the sun is often excellent for 
shooting closeups of men doesn’t mean that it 
is equally good for shooting closeups of 
women. The same light that flatters the lines 
of a girl’s figure in a full length pose can be 
murderous if used for a closeup of her face. 
This is especially true around noon when the 
sun is overhead and casts hard, inky shadows 
under the eyes, nose, and chin. 

Given a choice of the time of day in which 
to shoot, I naturally prefer early morning or 
late afternoon hours when the sunlight is less 
intense and easier for the subject to face. Un- 
fortunately, my assignments often require that 
I shoot pictures all day long. When the angle 
of the sun creates problems in the way of

nated by diffused light coming from all sides, he 
can be photographed from almost any angle. As 
for squinted eyes or mutilating shadows—the bane 
of the photographer who uses light concentrated 
from a single source and direction—these are 
virtually non-existent in the shade. 

On a sunny day, the open shade beneath a tree 
or on an open porch is surprisingly bright. Under 
these conditions, there is enough latitude of ex- 
posure in black-and-white film for shooting at snap- 
shot speeds (about 1/30 second at f/11 to £/16). 
Those who don’t mind using a tripod to steady the 
camera for longer exposures, or those who like 
the softer background effect that results from using 
large diaphragm openings, can work in the shade 
even when the light is relatively poor. My own 
work, however, often calls for shooting under cir- 
cumstances where a tripod would be impractical, 
or where a wide open diaphragm is not always de- 
sirable. Thus in order to get good negatives under 
difficult shooting conditions, I have had to evolve 
a way of increasing my film speed. 

Most of my pictures shot in poer light are now 
exposed at a film speed of 800 Weston on Super- 
XX. After trying all the super-developers on the

squinted eyes or harsh shadows, I simply turn the subject away from the sun (so she won't 
have to squint), and use either natural reflectors, artificial reflectors, or flash, to illuminate 
the shadows. 

Natural reflectors are available everywhere. If we are working in the surf, I have the girl 
face away from the sun. Then | wait until there is foam around her feet before I trip the shut- 
ter. The bright—yet soft—light reflected from the foam is everything I could ask for. 

When I am working near buildings, I often ask a girl to face the building with her back to 
the sun. The sun then acts as a powerful backlight which highlights the hair and outlines the fig- 
ure. The wall of the building serves as a gigantic reflector which illuminates the shadow areas 
with light which is bright enough to shoot by, but not intense enough to cause a squint. 

The thing to remember when using this technique is to base the exposure on the subject’s 
shadow areas. This means that the highlights will be overexposed—but pleasingly so because

market, I finally returned to my old standby. D-76. In addition to being available, D-76 is inex- 
pensive, comes already mixed, and is always consistent. After making dozens of tests with D-76 
and Super-XX, I found that 800 Weston was as high as I could go without running into excessive 
contrast. After exposing a roll of film at 800 Weston, I developed it in a tank for 18 minutes at 
about 80 degrees. If you decide to try this technique someday, you can use these figures as a 
springboard—but remember that there are so many variables involved that each photographer 
must work out his own technique based upon the equipment he uses and what he has learned from 
previous experiments. 

Speaking of developers, let me add a word of caution about using any developer at tempera-

they consist mostly of small highlights in 
the hair and narrow lines of highlight 
around the figure—both of which help 
separate the subject from the background. 

Since my methods of using artificial 
(foil-covered) reflectors in sunlight were 
discussed in the June issue of MopERN (A 
Reflector Makes The Difference), we'll 
skip directly to the problem of using flash 
to illuminate the shadow side of a subject 
who faces away from the sun. 

Finding the correct ratio between sun 
and flash is quite simple. Here is how I go 
about it: First, I decide what daylight ex- 
posure I would normally use for a picture 
—say 1/250 second at f/11 for a beach 
scene. Next, I check the guide number for 
the type of flash I am using (this informa- 
tion is furnished on each carton of flash- 
bulbs). Let’s suppose the guide number 
for the flashbulb to be used is 110. To find 
the exact balance between flash and sun- 
light, we divide the guide number (110) 
by the f/stop number (f/11): Since 11 
goes into 110 a total of ten times, locating 
the flash ten feet from the subject will bal- 
ance the amount of light from the flash 
against the light from the sun. 

While the light from the flash and that 
from the sun are balanced at this point, 
for actual shooting purposes we will prob- 
ably want the sunlight to be stronger than 
the light illuminating the near (shadow) 
side of the subject. I usually try to have the 
shadow side of a subject illuminated by 
only about half as much light as the side 
next to the sun. There are several ways in 
which the illumination a subject receives 
from the flash can be reduced. 

If you don’t happen to have a diffusion 
shield designed to cut the amount of light 
from a flashbulb in half, you can divide 
your guide number by the next f/stop 
larger than your original exposure called 
for. In the example above, the next f/stop 
larger than f/11 is {/8. By dividing the 
guide number (110) by 8, you obtain a 
flash-to-subject distance of 13 feet, 9 
inches. At this distance your subject re- 
ceives only half as much light from the 
flash as he would receive at 10 feet. 

In lieu of moving the flash further away. 
you can decrease your aperture opening 
one full stop (Continued on page 100)

tures above the usual 68 to 70 degrees. If you develop 
at 80° but fail to make adjustments in the temperatures 
of your other processing solutions, the film will expand 
and contract in such a way as to produce excessive grain, 
frilling, reticulation—or a combination of all three of 
them. Depending upon the temperature of the final wash 
water, | graduate the temperatures of various solutions in 
equal steps up to the developer. If, for example, the wash 
water is 65 degrees, I use hypo at 70 degrees, the stop 
bath at 75 degrees, and the developer at 80 degrees. 
By using this extra film speed when I need it, and by 
sticking to small, handheld cameras (a Rolleiflex and a 
Nikon with a Nikkor wide-angle £/2.5 lens), I can move 
about as freely in the low light levels as I could in direct 
light. Indoors I have shot dancers illuminated only by e 
natural daylight at 1/250 second, (Continued on page 99) i 
Photographed through a wire screen.

which stereo camera 
should you buy? 


by BART BROOKS Dir., Stereo-Graphic Labs. Inc. 











IT SHOULDN'T BE TOO DIFFICULT to decide which stereo camera will best suit your needs. There are only five available 
from which to choose at present. The five all have £/3.5 coated lenses of about equal quality, are synchronized for flash 
and use 35mm film. Here similarity ends. Four cameras, the Stereo-Realist, Revere 33, Videon II and Iloca II, pro- 
duce “standard” stereo frames, approximately 23 x 24 mm. Special stereo Kodachrome rolls are available which. 
when processed by Kodak, will be returned stereo mounted. The stereo slides produced by any of these cameras can 
be viewed or projected through the equipment manufactured by the others. The View-Master Personal stereo cam- 
era. although it also uses 35mm film, produces a completely different sized transparency pair which must be mounted 
as a separate operation after the film has been processed. Personal camera stereo pairs must be viewed and pro- 
jected through Personal equipment only. This camera is of a completely different design and it is fully described 
on page 96. The other four cameras are discussed here. Two cameras, the Stereo-Realist and Revere 33, have cou- 
pled rangefinders. The Videon II and Iloca II are focused manually. There are many other points on which all five 
cameras differ. No stereo expert can advise you that one stereo camera is more suitable than another. It’s really up 
to you. You must examine your needs and pocketbook, then choose on the basis of the features you want in your camera. 








STEREO-REALIST: This camera pioneered the 
23 x 24mm stereo frame which is now found with slight 
variation on most stereo cameras. The split image range- 
finder can focus the camera with extreme accuracy be- 
cause of the wide space between the rangefinder win- 
dows 1. With a split image rangefinder the view is split 
horizontally. By aligning the top half of the scene with 
the bottom, the camera is placed in focus. The range- 
finder and viewfinder peepholes are located side by side 
at the bottom of the camera’s back. The viewfinder, 2. 
however. looks out on the scene from a position horizon- 
tally and vertically between the two taking lenses. There- 
fore, there is no parallax error (viewfinder seeing a 
different framing than the taking lens), an extremely 
important point in stereo, particularly at short distances.

VIEW-MASTER CAMERA DISCUSSED ON PAGE 96 
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INFRARED FILM: For dramatic effects and 
recording distant scenes through haze, try in- 
frared film (made only in sheet and 35mm 
sizes). Skies are rendered almost black, grass 
and green leaves appear very light. Distant ob- 
jects are rendered clearly (Far objects invisible 
to the eye can be recorded on infrared film 
since infrared rays are transmitted through 
the haze which generally obscures such detail). 
Infrared rays do not focus on the same plane 
as visible rays, so regular distance settings 
shouldn't be used. With lenses not having infra- 
red settings on the barrel, the lens should be 
extended 14 of 1° of its focal length. Since 
this is very difficult to measure with a 50mm 
lens. set the lens just before the infinity mark 
and use a small stop. Exposure meters may 
give unreliable infrared readings. In bright 
sun. try f 8 at 1 25 for distant landscapes. A 
Kodak Wratten A filter must always be used. [>

ARTHUR KRAMER TELLS YOU HOW TO SOLVE 12 IMPORTANT PROBLEMS. 


The 35mm camera user, amateur and professional, 
generally prides himself on his technique indoors 
under poor light conditions. He generally avoids 
deep shadows, braces his camera and holds it rock 
steady for slow exposures and then coaxes along 
his thin negatives in high energy developers. When 
he comes up with a good print taken under trying 
conditions, he is justifiably proud of it. 

Once the murky interior is left behind and the 
35mm _ photographer hits fresh air, he relaxes. 
What could be more simple than taking good pic- 
tures under ideal conditions? Often it’s not as sim- 
ple as he may think—and, unfortunately, too few 
words have been said on the proper techniques to 
be used outdoors. Problems which the user of 
larger cameras may feel small enough to ignore 
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or be able to correct in darkroom manipulation, 
may ruin the small, delicate 35mm negative. There 
are certain techniques to be used in handling 35mm 
cameras—loading, winding the film from one 
frame to another, selecting a proper sunshade, 
squeezing the shutter release, steadying the cam- 
era for long exposures and using a 35mm camera 
to photograph people unawares. 

On these six pages, you will find 12 methods of 
dealing with these and other important 35mm prob- 
lems. By following these methods you will assure 
yourself of technically superior results outdoors.

AT NIGHT: Many photographers refer to films as having 
“outdoor” and “indoor” ratings. Such terms are incorrect 
and misleading. ASA exposure indexes or Weston emul- 
sion ratings refer to daylight and tungsten artificial illum- 
ination. Thus, once the sun goes down, the tungsten rating 
must be used in computing exposure. This is generally 
quite a bit lower than the daylight rating. Under normal 
daylight lighting conditions, a mistake between the two 
ratings would not prove too harmful. Under poor night 
lighting conditions where you need every bit of film speed 
—in amusement parks or around street lamps—you may 
wind up with practically nothing on your film if you use 
daylight ratings. Incidentally high energy developers 
which allow exposures up to and in excess of 500 ASA 
are often quite useful for outdoor night photography. 7 


SHOOTING AGAINST THE SUN: Dramatic 
shadows, silhouetted figures, sparkling high- 
lights, are the rewards for good technique in 
taking photographs against the light with a 
35mm camera. The most striking effects can be 
gotten by keeping exposure to a minimum to 
retain detail in the highlights. If overexposure 
occurs, shadows will become detailed and high- 
lights will block up. With larger films, reducers 
may rectify the condition. However 35mm 
emulsions may swell during reduction and the 
grain may become enlarged. Thus a correct 
exposure is essential to begin with. See pages 
74, 75 and 76 for sure method of determining 
exposures with such a wide range of light 
values. Use a well fitting lens shade (see page 
58). Make certain that development is carried 
out at proper times and temperatures exactly.

FILM CHOICE AND FILTERS: Fast films for bad light 
—slow films in bright sun, is a frequently given bit of 
advice, but it may be all wrong under some conditions. 
Slower films, such as Plus-X and Supreme, are more 
contrasty than the fast ones, like Super-XX and Ultra 
Speed Pan. Under the bright summer sun the brilliant 
highlights and dense shadows of some subjects may get 
quite out of hand. Here are some ways to get around 
this. Use soft contrast films for bright light portraits, 
or any subject with an exceptionally wide range of 
tones—for instance, a white marble monument or build- 
ing strongly sidelighted. The old rule follows here: 
Expose for the shadows (give 1% stop extra exposure), 
develop in a soft working formula for the highlights 
(cut developing time about 30-35 percent). Don’t ever 
overdevelop bright sun pictures. The two photos of the 
Indian give some idea of what happens. Of course, if 
you want maximum contrast, these hints don’t apply. 

Any good filter is a bargain, because it does things 
to improve your pictures (far right). However, there 
are no “bargains” in filters. They must be made care- 
fully of good quality optical glass. Theoretically, even 
the best filters cut definition a small amount. In practice, 
the eye cannot distinguish this, but “bargains” can cut 
definition noticeably when enlarging from 35mm. [>

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< CRITICAL APERTURES: After having been forced to use wide open- 
ings of £/2.8, £/2 or larger, indoors, the 35mm photographer is often 
tempted, when given enough light, to stop his lens down as far as it will 
go. This will, of course, give him the maximum depth of field of which 
his lens is capable. Unfortunately it has another effect. Most miniature 
camera lenses achieve their maximum sharpness about two to three 
stops smaller than their maximum opening. This means that the point 
focused upon will be sharper at this opening than it will at larger or 
smaller openings. With an f 2 lens the critical aperture is about { 4 to 
{ 5.6, with an f/3.5, about {/6.3 to f 8. If you use these apertures. 
either indoors or outdoors, you can be fairly sure your lens is giving 
you the best definition possible. The photograph, far left, represents a 
very greatly enlarged section of a negative made at the critical aperture. 
in this case £/5.6 (with an f/2 lens). Although it was taken from an 
edge of the negative it retains remarkable clarity. The picture, /e/t, was 
made with the same lens at f/22. The definition has deteriorated. Always 
try to use your lens as near to its critical aperture as possible outdoors.

Here are six camera hints and techniques to assist 






AVOID LIGHT STREAKS: How many times have you 
developed a roll of 35mm film only to find a light streak 
running across your first frame and perhaps, other 
frames, at frequent intervals? This is generally caused by 
the 35mm cartridge having been light struck during 
loading or unloading (as shown at left). Although the 
35mm cartridge is protected against light leaks by felt 
strips glued to the lips of the cartridge, the film has a 
slot to get out, and light can get in the same way. The 
proper method of loading or unloading outdoors is to 
find a shaded spot, or in the event there is none. turn 
your back against the sunlight and handle the cartridge 
in the shade created by your own body. When not actually 
in the camera, 35mm cartridges should be wrapped in 
foil or placed in the metal container supplied with film. 


FIT A PROPER LENS SHADE: Not all lens shades are 
equally efficient. Some hardly have any effect at all and 
others can do more harm than good. If you have a 
camera whose lens revolves, a round sunshade should 
be used. Don’t stint on its size and pick one too small. 
Lens shades of too small an overall diameter may vignette 
the corners of your negative. After purchasing a lens 
shade, test it. Photograph a cloudless sky at moderate 
aperture with the lens set at infinity and its closest dis- 
tance, with and without the lens shade. Compare the cor- 
ners of the four negatives for signs of vignetting which 
will appear as a gradually lightening density in the cor- 
ners. Such a lens shade should not be used. If you own 
a camera whose lens does not revolve, a square or rec- 
tangular shade may be purchased. Such a shade will 
eliminate some of the circle of light formed by your 
lens and not actually used on your negative. Proper lens 
shades are sometimes available from the manufacturer 
of the camera or lens. If you own a wide-angle lens in 
addition to the normal, don’t take it for granted that 
one sunshade will serve both lenses. Remember, the wide- 
angle lens takes in a greater angle of view and the sun- 
shade from your normal lens may vignette the corners. 


RELEASING THE SHUTTER: The shutter release must 
be pressed with a completely vibration-free squeeze. When 
small segments of a 35mm negative are to be enlarged 
considerably, even 1/100 sec. will not hide a careless, 
unsteady release. The illustration shows one way of get- 
ting the smoothest action possible. The releasing finger 
is held high and clear of the camera body so that it may 
move without transmitting movement to the camera. 
The “wrap around grip” where the releasing finger curls 
tightly around the top of the camera is often responsible 
for camera movement at the time the shutter is released.

RAPID WINDING: Unless you own a Robot or other 
sequence camera. or your camera is equipped with a rapid 
wind lever, a great deal of time can be lost winding film 
from one frame to another. Here’s good technique that 
can be mastered with a bit of practice: roll your fore- 
finger against the winding knob in one smooth continuous 
motion as soon as you take a picture. Practice with an 
unloaded camera first but remember that a loaded camera 
may require more pressure against the winding knob. 
Other cameras can often be wound similarly with the ball 
of your thumb rather than the forefinger. In either case, 
such a technique will allow you to shoot rapidly without 
removing the camera from your eye between exposures. 


BRACING A CAMERA: At night or in poor afternoon 
light, you may want to make an exposure at 1/10 sec. or 
slower. Since few 35mm fans carry a tripod around con- 
sistently, a method of bracing the camera against a steady 
support can assure you of a rock-steady camera platform. 
Vertical supports can be used as well as horizontal. First 
remove your camera from its case. Check to make sure 
the support, particularly if it’s a wall, does not cut into 
the lens’ field. If possible brace the camera near a corner 
where such a danger will be eliminated. Use a firm, two- 
handed grip to insure steadiness. Don’t place the camera 
on an uneven surface or it may rock during the exposure. 
Don’t scratch the finish by rubbing it over rough surfaces. 





RIGHT ANGLE FINDING: People do not seem to real- 
ize they are being photographed unless the camera holder 
is actually facing in their direction. The problem, then, 
is how to stand in one direction and use the camera point- 
ed in another. Waist-level reflexes can be sighted at right 
angles to the body by holding the camera in a vertical 
position and examining the ground glass through the 
magnifier built into the focusing hood. One camera, the 
Robot, has a right angle finder built into the viewfinder. 
A Leitz right angle finder will fit all rangefinder Leica, 
Canon, and similar cameras. This device, illustrated at 
left, allows you to frame your picture and focus at right 
angles through the rangefinder. The angle finder will also 
fit atop other 35mm cameras having accessory shoes but 
the rangefinder focusing device may not operate at all.

MIDDLE TONES are almost completely eliminated 
in these photographs taken by Marvin Newman 
on Kodak Microfile film, usually used for copy- 
ing printed matter. Since no daylight data is 
provided by the manufacturer for this film, 
Newman had to experiment to arrive at a cor- 
rect exposure. He hit upon an ASA index of 
12, but varied exposures in accordance with sub- 
ject matter and lighting conditions. Film was 
developed for 714 minutes in D-11 diluted one 
to one. Prints were made on Velour Black T4 
developed in Dektol. Prints are straight—no 
darkroom gimmicks or manipulations. These 
pictures are merely the beginning of a longer 
series of experiments which Newman is making 
with the film. His original problem—how to 
eliminate apparent distance between objects by 
bringing them into one plane through the elim- 
ination of middle tones—dictated film choice. 
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MAX YAVNO’S study of a crowded 
southern California beach is rem- 
iniscent of a Brueghel painting 
with its infinite detail and multi- 
farious activity. Needless to say, 
it took the photographer more 
than one try to come up with this 
amazing study. He used a 4 x 5 
Kodak Master View camera 
equipped with a 13.5 cm Zeiss 
Tessar lens. To darken the tiny 
bit of sky which appears in the 
top center, Yavno used an orange 
filter. The exposure was f/8 at 
1/200 sec. The film was Kodak 
Super-XX. The picture is shown

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HOW TO GET THE BEST FROM YOUR EXPOSURE METER 


BY CHARLES HELLMAN 


EXPOSURE METERS CANNOT THINK, whatever else may be 
the virtues claimed for them by their manufacturers. Due 
to this unfortunate circumstance, a vast number of pho- 
tographers, well equipped with accurate meters, manage 
to do an astonishingly bad job of getting consistently 
correct exposures. Whether you are a member of this un- 
happy group, or one of those who understand the basic 
use of the meter, this article will show you simple, precise 
ways to get exposures that are right on the button. 

Underexposure or overexposure can lead only to poor 
pictures. Underexposure has ruined photo 1; shadow de- 
tail is lost. This might have been improved by chemical 
manipulation of the negative, or by local control during 
the printing, but the result can never be a good print. In 
photo 2 great overexposure has resulted in such a dense 
negative that the highlights have been lost, the tone 
qualities of the scene are distorted. 


What is Correct Exposure? 


Exposure for black-and-white still camera work is cor- 
rect when it leads to good print quality. This is a more 
useful definition than the concept of a “perfect negative” 
as an objective in itself. If good prints are obtained on 
“normal” contrast paper, we may then say that the nega- 
tives have been well exposed. A good print must have 
adequate shadow detail. To insure sufficient exposure for 
the shadows, exposure indexes, guides and calculators all 
carry a wide safety factor. Film speeds are rated con- 
servatively; recommended exposures are on the full side. 

This works fine where there is much light and the sub- 
ject has a moderate contrast range—highlights aren’t too 
overexposed, shadows get enough exposure. But, this may 
be a great waste of effective emulsion speed where extra 
speed is needed—for instance, in order to use a smaller 
lens opening for more depth of field, or a faster shutter 
speed to stop action. With this in mind, let’s enlarge on 
our definition of correct exposure and make it the mini- 
mum exposure that will result in good print quality. Your 
meter can give you this correct exposure. In many cases 
it will result in higher effective film speeds (as though you 
were using a much more sensitive film), and sharper 
negatives that print better with a‘minimum of dodging or 
burning in. 

All photoelectric exposure meters consist basically of a 
photoelectric cell and a sensitive galvanometer (a device 
for measuring small amounts of electric current). The 
cell converts light into electrical energy in proportion to 
the light intensity. The current is sent through the galva- 


nometer causing a deflection of the pointer across a cali- 
brated dial. This is the reading that the photographer uses 
to determine exposure. How this is done is shown on the 
following pages. 

The range of light intensities (difference between the 
brightest and darkest objects) in the scene is very im- 
portant in the exposure problem. A typical black-and- 
white film can record adequately a subject with a range of 
light intensities of 130 to 1. That is, the brightest highlight 
can be 130 times as bright as the darkest shadow, yet both 
will register on the film—if exposure is correct. Most 
meters are designed to calculate exposure for subjects 
with an average distribution of light intensities over this 
range—this is called a “normal” subject. Unfortunately, 
many subjects are anything but “normal” (in light dis- 
tribution, that is). This may be only inconvenient in 
black-and-white. With color films, consequences are more 
serious. These are usually reversal type films. They have 
less latitude than black-and-white negatives (can only 
handle a brightness range of 16 to 1 as compared to 130 
to 1) and the margin for permissible error is small— 
about one half a stop either way.

The majority of exposure meters measure light re- 
flected from the subject and use that reading to calculate 
exposure. We’re using the Weston Master as an example 
because it is the best known of this type. Offhand, the re- 
flected light method would seem to be foolproof. Dark 
subjects reflect little light, thus produce low meter read- 
ings and should get more exposure than light subjects. 
But, there are several aspects of the reflected light meter 
that often trap the unwary and lead to unhappy results. 
Even the best meter is not very selective about the light 
which it measures. Light reaches the photo cell from an 
area almost as wide as the usual camera angle. However, 
the main subject is often only a small part of the area 
which the camera would cover. If the subject differs 
markedly in brightness from the background, and if the 
meter is used at the camera position, the reading will be 


wrong for the subject (photos 7, 8, 9, left & below). 
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9. This is right: meter reading is taken from skin of sub- 
ject at distance of about 8 in. Don’t cast shadow on the 
skin. Background has no effect on meter use here. 
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Reflected light meters are particularly valuable when 
the subject can be measured close-up. Scenics are another 
problem—photos 10, 11 show the wrong and right tech- 
niques. Sometimes you may want exact exposure for a 
particular subject in a distant scené, yet the meter must 
be used at camera position. In this case, try the substitu- 
tion method shown in photo 12. The theory is that if the 
photographer can locate near the camera a subject which 
is just about as bright as the far distant subject, then 
brightness readings may be taken on the nearby one. 
Suppose you wanted a reading on the riders in photo 1; a 
meter reading from the palm of your hand (photo 12), 
or the face or clothes of someone standing nearby, would 
do. But, don’t cast a shadow! 

Substitution is also helpful where there are bright re- 
flections in a scene, such as seascapes with the sun glanc- 
ing off the water. Reflected light readings from a seascape 
show unbelievably high readings. Many a roll of color 
film has been hopelessly underexposed by photographers 
trusting meter readings taken under these circumstances. 
The simple method of reading the reflected light from the 
palm of the hand, somebody’s face, a nearby wall or some 
other object, will produce a trustworthy reading. Don’t 
forget—the substituted subject must be of approximately 
the same brightness as the true subject. 

Occasionally, photographers find that despite careful 
use of a meter pictures are consistently over or under- 
exposed. This may have nothing to do with the meter. A 
slow or fast shutter may be the offender. Some fine grain 
developers cut film speeds drastically. If your color pic- 
tures are consistently well exposed but the black-and- 
whites are off, it’s probably something in the developing 
and printing method. However, if both black-and-white 
and color are bad, then it has to be the camera, the meter 
or the photographer which is out of order. For consistent 
underexposure, reduce the film speed to 50 percent of its 
official rating for black-and-white, and to 75 percent for 
color and movies. For consistent overexposure increase 
film speed 100 percent for black-and-white negatives, 25 
percent for color and movies. 
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TAKE CARE OF YOUR METER 
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Photoelectric exposure meters are precision de- 
vices. The galvanometer uses a tiny coil pivoted 
on jewelled bearings. Avoid subjecting meters 
to violent jarring or vibration, high tempera- 
ture or humidity (keep them out of glove com- 
partments in cars), abnormal light where the 
pointer hits the stop (don’t point at sun). Check 
zero adjustment occasionally. Hold meter with 
slight downward tilt, cover photo cell by hand 
to cut off all light. Pointer should be at zero. If 
not, consult instruction book for location of 
zero set screw. Turn this with small screwdriver 
until pointer indicates zero.

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PROPER USE OF THE REFLECTED LIGHT METER 
WILL GIVE YOU MORE FILM SPEED 


There are definite and important advantages to be had 
from using minimum correct exposure. So long as we 
don’t get into the realm of underexposure, thinner nega- 
tives are the equivalent of higher film speeds. They re- 
quire less printing time, are less grainy, produce higher 
resolution and sharper pictures. For successful minimum 
exposure measurements you must understand the signifi- 
cance of the “U” and “O” scale on the computer dial of 
the Weston meter. The same principle is applicable to 
other meters. 

The U to O scale on the Weston meter covers the maxi- 
mum range of latitude (130 to 1) of a typical negative. If 
you turn the computer to place the U on the light division 
marked “0.1” the O mark will then be opposite the light 
division marked “13.” The range of brightness spanned 
is therefore 13 to 0.1, or 130 to 1. The normal arrow is 
halfway between the U and O. Since most scenes don’t 
have a brightness range of 130 to 1, use of the normal 
arrow may result in unnecessarily dense negatives. Much 
of the film’s immense latitude is being wasted. 

In general, our objective is to expose the negative so 
that the darkest important part of the subject will receive 
just enough light to produce adequate negative density. 
So, take a reading on the darkest part, line up the U on 
the computer dial with that meter reading. Pick out the 
shutter-speed diaphragm-opening combination which 
bests suits you. Now you’ve guaranteed correct minimum 
exposure for the darkest area. Any brighter part of the 
subject (up to 130 times as bright) will also receive a 
correct exposure, within the latitude of the film (photo 
13). 1f your meter has no U and O scale, here’s a substi- 
tute method. Take a normal reading for the darkest part 
of the subject. Divide this reading by ten. Set the normal 
arrow to this reduced setting. Minimum correct exposures 
will result. Intelligent use of this method will probably 
give more actual film speed than any “magic” developer 
now being marketed. 


Using the O calibration 


Sometimes the most important part of a bright scene is 
the highlight areas, but there are also shadows which 
shouldn’t be lost altogether. Exposure may be adjusted so 
the greatest film density corresponds to the brightest 
important highlight. Take a close-up reading of the high- 
light area. Set the O on the computer opposite that read- 
ing. Parts of the subject less bright (down to 1/130 as 
bright) will be adequately exposed (photo 14). For 
meters without O scale, take a highlight reading. Multiply 
it by ten, turn the arrow to this setting. 

Scenes with a brightness range much greater than the 
film’s latitude can be given a compromise exposure. Take 
readings of darkest and brightest areas of the subject. Set 
the normal arrow midway between these points (photo 
15). This is particularly good for color and movie work, 
where the film latitude is very small compared to black- 
and-white negatives. Here readings are taken of the 
brightest and darkest colors—disregard the brightness of 
black or white areas.

Incident light meters measure the light falling on or 
incident to the subject. The sensitive cell is pointed toward 
the camera from the subject position, exactly the opposite 
of reflected light meter technique. Exposure is calculated 
on the basis of this single reading, which assumes that the 
subject has a normal range of brightness that can be han- 
dled by film latitude. Usually, black-and-white film does 
have sufficient latitude, provided that the subject is not 
too far off “normal.” However, where a subject has an 
extremely wide range of brightnesses, perhaps even great- 
er than film latitude can handle, the incident light meter 
may lead you astray with its single reading (photos 20, 
21, 22). There you must decide whether you want to save 
the shadows or the highlights. In general, for very dark 
subjects, give double the indicated exposure. For very 
light, bright subjects, halve the indicated exposure. If you 
are shooting color don’t com- (Continued on page 109)

Everybody will enjoy a summer 
field trip—if you remember a few 
“do’s” and “don’ts” 


Summer is fie!d trip time, and these 
trips can be the very making of a club, 
with a little luck regarding the 
weather. Even clubs that close down in 
the hot season usually have a trip once 
a month to a nice cool spot. 

I think a club would be smart to 
consider these jaunts as about 50 per- 
cent social and entertaining, 50 percent 
educational for the less expert mem- 
bers. It would be well if the advanced 
workers give up the idea of getting 
any very great shots themselves on a 
club trip. You don’t have to be in 
photography very long to learn that— 
to get really good shots you must 
mosey around all by yourself. Nobody 
to say hurry-up. Nobody to swipe your 
picture idea. 


Give the beginner a hand 


Forget about snagging any master- 
pieces yourself, on this trip, and be 
a good Joe. Maybe save an hour for 
your own enterprises and explorations, 
if you must, but spend the rest of the 
time helping a greenhorn to see a pic- 
ture. There he is, standing forty yards 


too far away from his subject. Shove 
him up to a reasonable distance. Help 
him dope out exposure, especially if 
there is mist, or backlight to fool him. 
Tell him about filters and lens hoods, 
if he’s as green as all that. 

One advanced member should be 
able to take on four or five less experi- 
enced pals. After he works with his 
crowd an hour or so, he should swap 
with some other trip-teacher. Each 
photographer has his own point of 
view, and the beginner profits by a 
variety of advisers. The words of one 
will click where another’s will not. 


Choose location carefully 


The location of the trip should be 
“cased” by experienced photographers 
ahead of time. There are a lot of 
scenic spots which are fine as places to 
stop for a picnic lunch, but not so 
good for interesting pictures. An 
amusement park is better, if not too 
crowded. A farm is better still—more 
space, and more interesting material. 

A town on a holiday—either a holi- 
day we all celebrate or some place 
staging a fair or rodeo or ball game— 
should offer fine prospects for good 
shooting. Your victims will have other 
interests, and pay less attention to you

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shutterbugs. Or at least they’ll see 
some good reason for your presence, 
other than nosiness and intrusion. 

Sometimes you can locate a place 
for a field trip which will be good both 
in daytime and evening. That gives you 
a chance to gain experience in night 
shots, and allows you to start the trip 
later. too. Too many trips use the mid- 
day hours of picture making, when the 
light is least attractive. Start at 11, 
have lunch somewhere, then shoot in 
the later afternoon and evening. 


Tips and hints 


I mentioned having lunch some- 
where. Personally, I think you can 
waste a lot of time going to a restau- 
rant and getting the crowd served with 
a heavy meal which just makes them 
torpid. But you know what your gang 
enjoys, and what eating places are 
available and attractive. I favor a 
quick picnic, each one bringing his own 
chow in a paper bag which he burns 
in the outdoor fireplace, for instance. 
But some people don’t go for all those 
sandwiches. 

And what if it rains? It is pretty 
hard to find a place which will offer 
interesting material for indoor shots 
in case of rain and also good outdoor 
material for fair weather. Unless you 
can locate such a spot, it is better to 
call the trip off if the weather man pre- 
dicts a bad day. It is no fun spending 
the day lurking around in a bus sta- 
tion or hotel lobby, gazing sourly out 
of windows at the rain. 

For this reason, I think it is better 
to make the trip in the cars of the 
members than by bus. Then the opti- 
mists can start out, if the weather is 
doubtful, and be joined by the rest of 
the caravan if it should turn out fine 
after all. Have someone in the home 
‘territory take phone messages, so that 
a meeting place can be arranged, to fit 
altered plans. 


Other problems 


Worse than rain are some of those 
characters who take the whole trip 
with deadly seriousness, and work like 
beavers at photography instead of hav- 
ing a high old time, with pictures if 
possible. You need as leaders some 
folksy, happy-go-lucky souls who 
make light of difficulties and slip-ups. 
Field trips can be a lot of fun, even if 
everything doesn’t go smoothly. 
They’re a change from routine, and 
you are with your kind of people, no 
matter what unexpected setbacks you 
encounter.—THE END

How to select the right filters 


What are color filters? Basically, they are creative tools. They put you in 
charge of a picture situation—enable you to record what you want as you want it.

How a Filter Works 
A color filter absorbs some colors of light 
and passes other colors. Above, a K2 Filter 
is used over the camera lens, to absorb part 
of the blue light from an outdoor scene. This 
is done because blue rays are excessively high 
in actinic power. The filter improves tone 
balance in the negative and print. The sky 
will have a richer tone; clouds will show up 
better; the whole effect will be more pleasing. 
Other filters are used to exaggerate tones 
for dramatic effect, or to get better light bal- 
ance for the color film you are using. But the 
principle is the same in each case. 


Choose Wisely, Buy

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Dr. Cinema Says... 


Why let your camera be stand-offish? 
Closeups will add punch to your films. 


After last month’s session on the optical aspects of making out- 
door closeups, we'll take a breather from diopters, focal lengths, 
and the like. But on the general subject of filming nature at 
close range, there are a few more factors worth mentioning. 

First there’s the matter of color itself. There’s no point in 
beating your brains out to compose a good closeup if the re- 
sulting color rendition won’t come up to par. And color fidelity 
in outdoor work can be affected by several things, especially 
exposure and lighting. You'll probably take a careful meter 
reading on any closeup job—I hope you will. But what about 
lighting? Even if you’re using natural light, you will want to ex- 
ercise considerable control over the highlight and shadow areas. 

Sometimes you must shoot when you can, even though the 
shadows (because of time of day or surroundings) are a bit 
deep for best results. In such cases, light the deep shadows with 
reflecting surfaces. A foil-covered board is excellent for this 
purpose; if you like, you can fit it with a ball-and-socket joint 
for easy adjustability on a tripod, light-stand, or music rack. 
White cardboard, mirrors, and even bedsheets can be used as 
emergency reflectors. 

Where color is concerned, reflected light sometimes has its 
disadvantages. If an outdoor setup is surrounded by grass or 
trees, your subject may show a greenish cast in the processed 
film. A blue sky will likewise reflect a lot of blue onto a sub- 
ject filmed in open shade on a bright day. There’s not too much 
you can do about such things, unless you want to use a color 
temperature meter and play around with a set of compensat- 
ing filters. 

Speaking of the color of reflected light, take heed of the color 
of your own clothing when you film outdoor closeups. It’s best 
to wear white, neutral, or dark clothing for such work. Reason: 
any bright hue in your clothes is likely to be reflected onto the 
subject without your realizing it! 

In flower closeups, beware of summer breezes. You’re shoot- 
ing a big image in a narrow field of view, and a breeze-tossed 
blossom may sway right out of the picture. So arrange some 
sort of windbreak around the plant on which you’re focused. 
A protective screen of this sort can also do double duty as a 
plain background for the subject. My own preference is a black 
or gray fabric. This causes the subject to stand out in relief, 
avoids clashing with the overall color scheme, and can be 
thrown out of focus so as to avoid confusing bright spots be- 
hind the main subjects. A white background tends to produce 
too much glare and gives an artificial effect in flower closeups. 
If you’re going so far as to arrange a three-sided enclosure for 
the plant or blossom, however, it is all right to make two sides 
white (for reflection purposes), Jeaving the actual background 
gray or black. 

Insects in closeup are extremely interesting subjects (unless 
you hate bugs!). A good setup for this is a three-sided white 
cardboard background which tends to keep the insects where 
you want them and also makes them stand out in clear contrast. 
It’s a bit different from filming (Continued on page 90)

CONVERSION FILTERS FOR COLOR FILMS: > 





The color sensitivity of daylight type color film differs 
from that of tungsten type film. The best color renditions 
are invariably obtained by using daylight type film out- 
doors, and tungsten type film for subjects lighted by photo- 
floods. Fairly satisfactory results can be obtained, however, 
when tungsten film is exposed outdoors with a conversion 
filter placed over the camera lens. The color renditions 
obtained by using daylight film indoors (with a con- 
version filter) are less satisfactory. The charts at the right 
(for Kodachrome and Ansco Color films respectively) 
indicate the kinds of filters recommended for use with 
daylight and tungsten films. If, for example, you want to 
film an outdoor scene on Daylight Kodachrome, the top 
line of the first chart shows that no filter is required. The 
same line further indicates, however, that if your camera 
contains Type A (tungsten) film, a Wratten No. 85 filter, 
or its equivalent, should be placed in front of your lens. 








(Editor’s note: Although the author refers to the filters 
by their Eastman Kodak and Ansco identifying numbers, 
filters designed for the same purposes are also made by 
some other manufacturers, including Ednalite Optical Co., 
Enteco Industries, Harrison & Harrison, Tiffen Mfg. Corp. 
In many cases the identifying symbols are similar to those 
used by Kodak and Ansco. However, the Harrison & Harri- 
son system is completely different.)

Sunlight varies in color according to the dust and water 
vapor in the air as well as to the position of the sun in 
relation to the viewer. The chart, left, designates the light- 
balancing filters recommended by the author for shooting 
color movies between sunrise and sunset. If the sunrise or 
sunset itself is being filmed, no filter should be used. If 
a subject is being filmed by light being reflected by a 
rising or setting sun, however, an 82 A filter (or its 

equivalent) in front of camera lens will reduce the red- 
\ dish tint. The filters recommended for the noon hours 
reduce bluish light. All filters are for daylight type film.

Questions from readers: 


Q. What is the difference between 
an “A” mount and a “C” mount? 

A. The designations “A” and “C” 
refer to the depth, or length, of the 
threaded portion of the lens mount 
which screws into the camera. The ‘“‘C” 
mount is the one most widely used for 
cameras which accept interchangeable 
lenses. ‘‘A”” mounts are rarely encoun- 
tered outside the 35mm professional 
camera field. 


Q. I have several reels of 35mm film 
I'd like to have duplicated as 8mm film. 
Can this be done? 

A. Yes we know of two labs equipped 
to reduce 35mm film to 8mm film.

Q. I want to use tungsten (Type A) 
Kodachrome with a conversion filter 
for outdoor work. How much allowance 
for the filter’s absorption of light 
should I give in terms of f/stops? 

A. Make no compensation for the 
conversion filter in terms of f/stops. 
Remember, though, that when Type A 
film is used outdoors with the recom- 
mended conversion filter, the ASA in- 
dex is 10. 


Q. I have some exceptional 16mm 
movies which I think might sell com- 
mercially if they were duped on 35mm 
film. Can you tell me who does this 
kind of work? 

A. A number of companies are 
equipped to enlarge 16mm movies to 
35mm. (They can also reduce 35mm 
film to 16mm prints.) We are sending 
you a list of names and addresses under 
separate cover.

SYNCHRO-FLASH PHOTOGRAPHY, by 
G. L. Wakefield, F.R.P.S., and N. W. Smith; 
184 pages, many illustrations. Fountain 
Press, London. Imported by Rayelle For- 
eign Trade Service. Price $7.25. 

This book carries the sub-title A 
Comprehensive Manual for the Prac- 
tical Photographer. It has excellent 
chapters on what flashbulbs are and 
lf ow they work, principles of synchro- 
nization, infrared flash, and electronic 
flash. But it is precisely in the practical 
use of flash that the book is inadequate. 

The book was written for British 
readers, and insofar. as the British 
market is concerned it may be up-to- 
date in descriptions of flash equipment. 
However, much of the American equip- 
ment described as “representative” 
long ago disappeared from the market. 
No mention is made of the “bounce 
flash’’ technique which has come to 
be practically a standby for American 
photo-journalists and many amateurs. 
The subject of battery-capacitor flash- 
guns is brushed over lightly, although 
B-C is virtually the rule with every 
new flashgun appearing in this coun- 
try. In discussing B-C the authors 
state, “It will be obvious that a battery 
condenser circuit can only be employed 
where there is no solenoid or electro- 
magnet to energize. The energy stored 
in the condenser is of the order of .02 
joules (watt-seconds) which although 
more than enough to fire several flash- 
bulbs is quite inadequate to operate an 
electrical shutter release.’’ This must 
certainly come as a vast surprise to 
engineers of the Eastman Kodak Co. 
whose Ektalux B-C units have long 
done precisely what the authors say 
can’t be done.—J. W.

IT IS JUST AS EASY to make a bad portrait with a studio 
camera and complicated lights as it is possible to make 
a good one with a box Brownie. For the essentials of a 
good portrait—or any good picture—invariably lie in 
the treatment of the subject itself: how it is composed, 
how it is lighted, and above all, in portraiture, how the 
personality of the subject is expressed on film. The inter- 
preter in this case is the photographer. 

The documentary mode of making a portrait is very 
well illustrated in Harold Low’s moving set of pictures 
taken in the study of Dr. Otto Loewi, noted pharmacolo- 
gist and Nobel Prize winner. These photographs grouped 
together tell a story of Dr. Loewi, showing not only a 
sensitive picture of a man, but how he lives and works, 
how he likes to relax.

VIEW-MASTER PERSONAL STEREO CAMERA: 


tion. Once it is loaded, exposures are 


This instrument stands quite apart 
| from the other four stereo cameras al- 
|ready discussed. both in design and 
| actual use. The camera was made to 
| produce stereo frames of a size (12 x 
| 13mm) suitable for mounting in View- 
| Master reels. These reels and inexpen- 
| sive plastic viewers have been available 
| for a good many years. The store-bought 
reels cover a variety of subjects and 
each reel contains seven stereo pairs. 

The View-Master Personal Camera 
was designed to produce stereo pairs 
which could be mounted in blank reels 
and used in the already available plastic 
viewer. Thus, owners of View-Master 
commercially made reels can now take 
their own. Easily the most outstanding 
feature of the camera is its ability to 
produce 69 stereo pairs on a standard 
36-exposure roll of Kodachrome, or 37 
pairs from the 20-exposure roll. 

The viewfinder 1. is mounted above 
| and between the two lenses. There is no 
| correction for parallax error, but none is 

needed since the fixed focus lenses are 
| designed only to be used at distances of 
| six feet to infinity. The shutter release 2. 

is located on the bottom right front panel 

| of the camera. The shutter speed dial 3. 
_and aperture control dial 4, are placed 
atop the camera and are coupled to a 
unique exposure calculator 5, To use it, 
you first pre-select either the shutter 
speed or the lens aperture. Then you ro- 
tate the other exposure control dial until 
the calculator atop the camera shows 
that the type of subject to be photo- 
graphed (dark, average, light) is lined 
up opposite the light condition (bright 
sun, hazy sun, etc.). At this point, the 
camera is properly set for both speed and 
aperture. Since there is no focusing, all 
you need do is snap the shutter. 
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The camera is also unique in opera- 
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made on the bottom half of the film 
through the before-the-lens shutters 6, 
When the film reaches the end you turn 
a knurled dial 7. placed between the 
lenses. This moves both lenses from the 
bottom strip of film to the top and re- 
verses the film-winding mechanism. As 
the film is rewound into the cartridge, 
another set of stereo pairs is made on 
the top half of the film. Filter retaining 
rings 8, are built onto the lens mounts. 
The lenses are recessed so deeply be- 
hind the rings and the shutters that lens 
shades are not needed. The body 9, is an 
aluminum die casting. 

The flash contact 10. is located atop 
the camera and accommodates a special 
flashgun which screws directly into the 
body. The flashgun, also of unique de- 
sign, incorporates a rangefinder. When 
mounted on the camera, the subject is 
focused on through the rangefinder. 
After the subject is in focus, you can 
read the proper exposure for the flash 
shot directly from a wheel on the flash- 
gun. This technique eliminates all 
mathematics with flash guide numbers. 

Some explanation of the mounting of 
the stereo pairs must also be made. The 
film when processed is returned to you 
or your camera dealer in a long uncut 
strip. The individual stereo pairs are 
then cut from the strip and mounted in 
the small circular cardboard reel which 
fits the viewer. The camera owner can 
either buy a cutting jig and mount his 
own or the dealer can have them 
mounted at a moderate fee. 

A more precise and optically superior 
viewer is to be made available soon. The 
stereo pairs can be projected in two di- 
mensions through an inexpensive ma- 
chine or seen in true stereo by means ofa 
recently introduced projector.—THE END

Here are some questions from 
readers about stereo photogra- 
phy. The answers may help you 
to better results and greater view- 
ing enjoyment. 


Question: I’ve tried a number of stereo 
viewers but always have a good deal of 
trouble getting the two images to con- 
verge. Is something wrong with my 
camera or with my eyes? My family 
and friends don’t seem to have any 
trouble usiny my slides in any viewer. 
I enjoy taking stereo pictures but my 
slides look better to my friends than 
to me.—R. Clarke, Fargo, N. D. 
Answer: If you had trouble with only 
one viewer, your problem might have 
been in improperly aligned optics or 
a fingermark over one of the lenses. 
But since you see poorly with all view- 
ers while your friends have no trouble, 
your eyes are probably at fault. How- 
ever, the Sterling Co., 148 East Supe- 
rior St., Chicago, may have the answer 
for you. This concern has just market- 
ed a stereo viewer with individual ad- 
justments for each eyepiece much like 
the separate focusing devices found on 
expensive binoculars. The viewer can 
be adjusted for your own eyes and 
then changed for persons with other 
visual problems. If your dealer doesn’t 
have this new viewer, he can get infor- 
mation about it from the company. 


Question: I am writing you for a little 
further information on hyperfocal dis- 
tance, since I own an Iloca Stereo 
Camera with 45mm lenses (Iloca I). 
A table in the GE Data Book is given 
in inches instead of millimeters. In 
transposing it into millimeters, I get 
results at variance with the Iloca info. 
Also their definition of hyperfocal dis- 
tance is different from yours. The data 
book defines it as: the distance from 
the lens to the nearest point in sharp 
focus when the lens is focused at in- 
finity —G. Schultz, New York City. 

Answer: The definition of hyperfocal 
distance quoted is correct as far as 
it goes. But the same page of the GE 
Data Book also states: “When the lens 
is focused at the hyperfocal distance, 
all objects from half that distance to 
infinity will be in good focus.” It is 
a Commonly known fact that when a 
lens is focused at infinity everything is 
in adequate focus for some distance 
from infinity toward the lens. The 
point we are concerned with is simply 
“at what distance and aperture shall 
I set my camera to have a good sharp 
picture from the nearest foreground 
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subject to infinity.” We list below a 
table of hyperfocal distances for your 





use with 45mm lenses: 


Hyperfocal Distance Aperture 
43 ft. £/3.5 | 
38 ft. f /4. 
27 ft. f /5.6 
19 ft. f/8. 
14 ft. f/11. 
10 ft. £/16. 
7 ft. f /22. 


Question: I use a Stereo-Tach outfit 
on an Argus C3. The results have been 
very disappointing. A bad overlap oc- 
curs in the center where the two 
images meet and a shadow on the out- 
sides of the frames results. It seems 
to me that one of the movie cameras 
uses @ similar device and produces 
good results—G. Gunderson, Brook- 
lyn, New York. 

Answer: The aperture setting of your 
camera is extremely important when 
using the Stereo-Tach. With the Argus 
C3, openings of from f/5.6 to f/8 yield 
best results. The undesirable overlap 
between images which you have de- 
scribed results from shooting at wider 
apertures. Shooting at apertures 
smaller than f/8 causes the shadows 
on the outsides of your pictures. Inci- 
dentally, the Stereo-Tach must be 
mounted as closely as possible to the 
front lens element of the camera. 

In reference to the similar device 
on movie cameras (probably you refer 
to the Nord Stereo Converter), such 
devices are usually constructed for 
wide apertures f/1.9-f/2.8 commonly 
used in making color movies. These 
produce two pictures side by side on 
each frame each distinct from the 
other without the vignetted center ob- 
tained with a Stereo-Tach.—THE END

at f/4. In very low light outdoors, I re- 
cently used exposures of 1/250 second at 
{/5.6 to £/8 in making a series of pictures 
of MGM stars, Marge and Gower Cham- 
pion. dancing at top speed. 

One drawback to using “souped-up” 
film is its short latitude—about that of 
color film. Since this allows only a small 
safety margin for errors, I follow my 
meter readings closely. If I am working 
in a large room where subjects will be 
moving around. I first measure the light 
in different parts of the room. then alter 
my exposures as the action moves into 
those areas. The thing to remember is 
that while the slight increase in contrast 
which you obtain with extra film speed is 
ideal for flat shade, the film won’t take 
an extreme contrast range without block- 





ing up the highlights or dropping shadow 


details. This means that a high film 
speed has to be used with discrimination. 
It should be a tool that you use only to 
accomplish a result you couldn’t possibly 
achieve with a normal film speed and de- 
velopment. 

Whenever possible, I use a normal 
film speed and normal development and 
shoot according to my exposure meter. 
This doesn’t mean, that every 
exposure is based upon the light reading 


however, 


I obtain from my subject. More often 
than not, I expose for the important 
thing in the picture depending upon 
what mood or interpretation I want to 
put across. Depending upon where I 
wish to place the emphasis in a picture, 
I am as likely to base my “normal” ex- 
posure on a background area as upon 
the foreground subject. If the exposure 
is based upon a background area lighted 
by the sun, a foreground subject in the 
shade will appear in silhouette. Con- 
versely, if the exposure is based upon 
the foreground subject, a_ brightly 
lighted background area may be com- 
pletely blocked up by intentional over- 
exposure so that it will not print after 
the negative is developed. 

Speaking of controlled overexposure, 
those of you who have shot directly into 
indoor lights (in a theater, auditorium, 
or even in home portraiture), have prob- 
ably noticed that areas of a negative sur- 
rounding the parts overexposed to the 
lights become diffused. With the shadow 
areas veiled. the resulting picture con- 
tains very little contrast. In other words, 
the various images are recorded in a 
relatively short scale of gray tones. 

As an experiment. I tried duplicating 
the effect in daylight—purposely over- 
exposing the background in certain pic- 
tures in order to obtain subtle gradations

of tone rather than sharp contrasts. The 
picture of the girl in the tree (page 49), 
for example, owes much of its mood to 
intentional overexposure to the strony 
backlight. 

As for color—this, too, is a matter of 
taste. Some people like strong contrasts 
and colors that shriek so much that they 
are willing to spar with squinted eyes 
and shadow problems in order to get it. 
But even though the slow emulsion speed 
of color film means using a camera 
tripod in the shade (a serious disadvan- 
tage for me), I feel that the rich, yet sub- 
tle, colors to be had only in diffused light 
are worth going after. In color, as in 
black-and-white photography, I'll leave 
the sun-strokes to whoever wants them. 
Meanwhile, I'll play it cool—in the 


shade.—THE END

from f/11 to £/16, and reduce your shut- 
ter speed from 1/250 second to 1/100 
second. This cuts the flash exposure in 
half, yet allows the sun twice as much 
time (because of the slower shutter 
speed) in which to expose the film. 

I prefer small cameras, either a twin- 
lens reflex or a 35mm Nikon, for all my 
black-and-white shooting outdoors. The 
reason: working with a bulky camera 
outdoors—especially one which requires 
the use of a focusing cloth—leaves me 
exhausted at the end of the day with only 
a handful of negatives to show for my 
efforts. A small camera is easy to use at 
any angle, assures critical focusing in jig 
time. and can turn out a dozen exposures 
in the time it takes to make a single ex- 
posure with a large camera. Processing 
roll film in quantity is equally fast in 
comparison with processing cut film. I 
simply tank-develop all my Rollei and 
Nikon film (6 or more rolls at a time) in 
Microdol at recommended times and 
temperatures. 

Since most of my outdoor color pic- 
tures are slanted for magazine covers 
and calendar use. the “mood” I try to 
convey is usually one of carefree happi- 
ness. While I have no quarrel with the 
softer. more subtle colors one obtains in 
the shade. the “mood” of a shade pic- 
ture is seldom the essence of radiant, 
bubbling happiness. You need the deep 
blue sky (preferably just after a rain), 
the warmth of sunlight, and_ fresh, 
vibrant colors to match the mood and 
personality of a girl who is actually en- 
joying a “moment in the sun”. Perhaps 
it is because I like to share the moods of 
my subjects that I enjoy outdoor pic- 
tures. Sunlit pictures!—THE END

of them therefore may be included in 
the single portrait. Thereby more is told 
about the subject, and the picture takes 
on additional meaning. 

The most important consideration in 
making a portrait should be to capture 
the expression that will not only give a 
recognizable likeness, but also convey 
the character and feeling of the person. 
In this effort we can be thankful for in- 
creasing interest in naturalness in 
photography. More and more fine por- 
traits are being made with the use of 
small cameras, employing only available 
light and actual environment. This can 
be more difficult for the photographer 
than working in a studio. But the results 
are worth it and the odds are greater 
that a natural likeness can be had. 
What’s more, this natural portraiture 
can be practiced by anybody with al- 
most any camera. 

Of course, one must consider quality. 
Informality is no excuse for sloppiness, 
unsharp negatives or poor prints. Espe- 
cially is this true of portraits, most of 
which are for permanent record, or more 
often, daily scrutiny in the home. Print 
quality is as important as it is desirable. 
Many conditions encountered in the tak- 
ing of a picture must be dealt with again 
in making the print. As in studio light- 
ing, good and bad features may be ac- 
cented or played down. Diffusion, soft 
lenses, even the tone and texture of pa- 
per can add feeling. The choice is yours, 
but none of these photographic aids can 
ever be as important as the image on 
the negative.—John Ross

What's Ahead? 








by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


Are flesh tones accurately repro- 
duced in color photography? The 
answer seems to be no. Would we 
like accurate skin tones if we 
could get them? 


Everyone seems to think that he has 
a pretty good idea about what repre- 
sents an accurate color rendering of 
human flesh. Personal opinions on this 
subject are probably based upon the 
“standards’”’ set by the classical paint- 
ers. They certainly are not based on 
a scientific comparison of actual] skin 
samples against the color as repro- 
duced in a transparency or color print. 


Early studies 


Back in 1926 Sheard and Brown pub- 
lished a paper on the color reflectance 
of human skin, but at that time color 
photography had not grown to its pres- 
ent position, and so the findings of 
these men were, for the most part, 
overlooked in the photographic field. 
In 1939 Edwards and Duntley pub- 
lished a more complete paper on the 
subject entitled Pigments and Color 
of Living Human Skin. This paper 
aroused more interest but it led to no 
real improvements in the accuracy of 
reproducing flesh colors. In 1948 Buck 
and Froelich presented a very thor- 
ough paper on flesh color entitled Color 
Characteristics of Human Complex- 
ions. Unfortunately, the paper ap- 
peared in Illuminating Engineering, a 
journal which is probably not seen by 
more than a handful of photographers. 


Measuring the accuracy 


In all of the above papers the color 
reflectance of human skin was meas- 
ured by an instrument known as a 
spectrophotometer. With such an in- 
strument it is possible to show what 
wave lengths of light in the spectrum 
are reflected by the color sample being 
studied, and also to what extent the 
wave length is reflected. By connecting 
all of the reflectance points through 
the entire visible spectrum, a continu- 
ous curve is obtained that shows the 
percentage of reflectance in all regions 
of the spectrum. The curve by itself 
cannot be used to determine the visual 
appearance of a color, except roughly, 
but it can be used as an objective ref- 
erence for various studies. 

For example, the same type of 
curves can be obtained from color 
prints or transparencies, and by prop- 
erly relating the curve derived from 
the reproduction to the curve obtained 
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directly from the colored object, the 
degree of accuracy of the reproduction 
process can be specified. In the paper 
by Buck and Froelich this very thing 
was done. They first measured the 
color reflectance characteristics of vari- 
ous types of human skin, including 
Caucasians, Negroids and Asiatics. 
Measurements were made at different 
times of the year to show the effect 
of seasonal variations. Also, different 
age groups for both males and females 
were embodied in the study. One of 
the main purposes of the investiga- 
tion was to provide data that would 
permit a more accurate and life-like 
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color reproduction of human flesh in 
photographic and photomechanical re- 
production processes. It remains to be 
seen if the data will lead to more “‘life- 
like” reproduction. 


Reproduction versus fact 


Numerous curves are given in the 
paper, but only two are reproduced 
here to show the extent to which dif- 
ferent reproduction processes deviate 
from the actual facts. Figure 1 shows 
the average color reflectance curves 
for typical people in the Caucasian, 
Negroid and Asiatic races. To obtain 
these average results, 103 subjects 
were measured. 

Figure 2 shows the color reflectance 
curves for different types of reproduc- 
tions for a Caucasian complexion. The 
curves for the reproductions bear only 
a rough resemblance to the Caucasian 
curve in Figure 1. However, it is not 
always necessary for the curve repre- 
senting the reproduction to correspond 
exactly with the curve representing 
the original subject in order for the 
reproduction to visually match the 
original. In this case, though, none of 
the reproductions are a good match of 
the original, and there are wide varia- 
tions in the reproductions themselves. 
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This at least shows that the individuals 
who judged what the skin reproduc- 
tion should be did not have a unified 
opinion on the subject. 


Accuracy may not be preferred 


It may be that artists and photog- 
raphers do not want to obtain an 
accurate reproduction of flesh color. It 
would be interesting to make a color 
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print that shows an extremely close 
match to the skin of the subject photo- 
graphed, and then have the print evalu- 
ated by a large group of artists and 
photographers without letting them 
know that it was an accurate color re- 
production of flesh. Because of our 
prejudices, it is quite possible that the 
majority of people would regard the 
color print as having a poor flesh re- 
production. On the other hand, if the 
reproduction were regarded as un- 
usually good it would give us a way to 
direct our thinking in color photogra- 
phy in the future.—THE END

pensate more than 4% stop for extra 
dark or over bright subjects. As with re- 
flected light meters the principle of light 
substitution is helpful when the subject 
is distant or inaccessible. If outdoors, 
point the meter towards the camera from 
the direction in which the inaccessible 
subject is located. The assumption is 
that the light near the camera is of the 
same intensity as that on the subject. 
The meter illustrated is the Norwood 
Director, perhaps the best known in- 
cident light meter. 


Incident vs. reflected light meters 


Strong battles have been fought by 
partisans of the two types of meters. Ac- 
tually, both types are capable of pro- 
ducing good results in the hands of an 
intelligent user. Each type has particu- 
lar advantages. Incident light meters are 
particularly useful for color work and 
movies, where the films have narrow 
latitude and exposures need to be based 
on the average illumination on the sub- 
ject. As a matter of fact, some makers 
of reflected light meters offer accessories 
to convert their products to incident light 
use. A new development is the dual pur- 
pose meter, designed for either reflected 
or incident light without the need for 
accessories. The DeJur Dual Profes- 
sional is an example of this type. On 
page 108 is a listing of practically all 
the photoelectric exposure meters now 
available in this country. They are classi- 
fied according to whether they are of the 
reflected or incident light type, and 
whether they can be converted to both 
types, with or without an accessory. 


How the chart works 


If the meter is of the incident light or 
reflected light type, a bullet in the ap- 
propriate column indicates this. If the 
meter is inherently capable of measur- 
ing both reflected light and incident 
light, without additional accessories, this 
is shown by bullets in both columns. 
However, if additional accessories are 
necessary in order to adapt the meter to 
both kinds of operation, this is indicated 
by an asterisk and an explanatory note. 

As with any kind of equipment, ex- 
posure meters come in a wide range of 
prices and abilities. But, there is no 
magic connected with any particular 
brand name—they all need to be used 
with some thought. Follow the sugges- 
tions in this article and your exposures 
should be on the button.—THE END
